Do they not first of all have a Master Plan in mind^ of v/hat r, :;ey desire to 
accomplish by this survey ?

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M EX= AIR FORCE PILOT TET.LS HIS STORY . 

In the report of the Space Convention held at Giant Rock George Van Tassell 
relates the rollow:.ng in his latest " PROCEEDINGS" Vcl 8 No 1. 

A man who introduced himself as Mel Noel, addressed the 6000 people on hoth 
days of the Convention • He stated he was an ex-Air force pilot, having left 
the Air Force under a medical discharge in 1957* He said that there is a 10 
year statute of limitations imposed on Air Force personol, thr.t does not per¬ 
mit them to talk publicly on any event they are involved in wrlle in the 
Air Force • 

What he disclosed occurred in 1954? and he said '' he had to live with it stu-k 
in his craw for 10 years, and now he just had to tell it to the people all 
about it. 

H:- Lieutenant Noel said they were flying North toward Canada over the state 
of Idaho, in a formation of F-86 jet aircraft. This forma Lion v:as flying at 
38,000 feet altitude, at dusk, when suddenly 16 disk-shaped objects came from 
above and flew in front of them in a formation . The four F-86 pilots 
continued in their flight following the l6 ^’saucers”, vdiile they took pictures 
v.dth their gun cameras, at the instructions of the Colonel who was in command 
of the squadron • 

llel reported that the ^’saucers” in formation flew at times from five to six 
times faster than their F-86 speed, which was 680 knots per hour. The jets 
increased their epeed above Mach 1. which is the speed of sound, or 750 miles 
per hour at sea level. He said the saucers flev/ circles ,around them. He felt 
like he v/as flying an old V'Jright biplane instead of a super - sonic jet . 

This continued for 12 minutes. Mel said that the saucers at one time flew- 
close to about 1000 feet away from them . He said they would speed up, stop, 
and reverse directions, and perform manoearres impossible to do v/ith convention¬ 
al aircraft, -^el said when they landed all the film was removed from their 
gun cameras and sent to Washington. C.. 

A week and a half later whilst flying in the same area an another assignment , 
llel says they were again accompanied by the saucers . Suddenly the Colonel 
instructed them to switch to another radio ck^innel . Mel says he heard the 
man in '.charge of the saucers speaking in slow English to the Colonel. 

When they landed aft^^^|his flight, the pilots were instructed to fill out 
forms telling exaatiy' they had s een, but nothing about what "Uhey had heard 
over their radios. 

Mel said tlat later the Colonel told him of an arrangement made by the people 
in the saucers to meet the Colonel in a given room in a particular motel in 
Phoenix , Arizona - when he was flying out of Luke Air Force Base. 

The Colonel said he w^as furnished an Air Force Staff car by his superiors to 
drive to the motel. ^The Colonel went to the motel early, and soon two men 
came to the door and admitted them . They said names were not important, and 
tie Colonel coulc. call them Bill” and ” Joe” . They invited the Colonel 
to go with them , and they drove beyond the outskirts of Phoenix into the 
desert, where a lai'go saucer was parked. The Colonel said t.e lights on the 
car went out as they drove up near the saucer, ;vithout the light switch being 
turned off.

As tlie Colonel and the tv/o men a^j^-roachjr'. the saucer on foot, one of them hand¬ 
ed him a disc and told him to held it hetv/een his t> . liandc# Then they went 
aboard the seducer, Y/li3rQ he found there were both men and women on hoard the ship. 

The Colonel was ombarrassod when tv/o ;^orgcous \vomen camo into the room, because 
ho was doing what he called ” progressive thin].cing” about the women- when he 
disoevered t;^ey could read his thoughts. He thouglit the v/omeri J oked very 
young and was startled when the saucer commander informed him one of them was 
78 37 -ears old and the other 146 . 

The commander, whom the Colonel described as a super- intelligence compar id to 
humans, told him the crafthe was aboard was taken into a mother-craft for inter¬ 
planetary travel. They told him there was once a,n atomic between people 
v;ho occupied the Moon and the people on the Lai'th • at the time. 

( This probably explains Sodom and Gommrrah of the Bible). The corviander told 
him that reincarnation was a scientific fact to them. 

He said one only re- embodies on the Earth when they have failed to make the 
grade here in their last life-time. 

The ^olonel returned to his flying with t ie i;.ir Force a iiracli changed man, ac- 
cordingto Mel. The Colonel later disappear eh in a jet while in a flight over 
the Atlantic Ocean , and was never found. 

!^cl stated flatly that the Sir Force knov/s where the saucers ai'*o from^ they 
know they are here, and that he believes the Air Force should reveal the facts 
to the public. 

Mel Heel is married. His wdfo ®as with him at the Convention and they have 
four children. 

Ho is now tr^dng to locate other Air Force pilots who have had experiences with 
saucers, and who are now beyond the 10 year statute of limitations.

the city. The building mentioned is about 10 story high. She insisted it 
was just above the buildings nad not higher . at top level v;ith them. 

It was silver grey according to her, and had around it a rim of what looked 
like electric globes, the weather was warm and the day reasonably clear, 
visibilty at this time of the day v/ould be fairly good. 

This building is on a large terrace v/hich fronts Governirient house from which 
the Queen Mother had been residing a few days before, and had left . 

It had a thick-dark outline^like one sees in the film of a film negative. 

hho had called tc the other girls working in the cafe but when they had come 
to the windoY/ out of which she had seen it. it had gone. 

” I was very excited. I had not believed in an;^^thing like this, but now I 
have seen it’* 

We present a drav/ing belov/ of what she had seen . 

There are some very puzzling features about the sighting v/hich could be well 
cleared up if only some others would come forward and atato they had seen it 
at this time. 

Firstly .. This terrace is a very busy one . especially at that time of day. 
Leading into the terrace is f'c Main ..'t.i.vt Adelaide. King William St. 
probhbly the busiest one in the cihy . at 6.30 p.m. this v/ould be crowded 
v/ith buses, cars , and people all passing within 20 yards of the building 
over v/hich the saucer was seen. 

People or traffic moving up toward the terrace as it ison a hill from the 
northern areas could hardly not notice it. as at the low level near the river 
it would be in tiieir line of vision, this applys to a,lso to those approach¬ 
ing the building from a v/es Erly direction along Korth Terrace. 

Surrounding the building are many taJl buildings of about the same height 
but it must be admitted thSut most office workers would not be in the buildings 
at that time and thus it could be claimed that such would not boa point from 
v/hich other v/itnessos right come forward . Also it must be romoijibercd that 
these same high buildings could also act as a blind shutting out the sighting 
from many. The amazing part is that at the low river level from v/hich the 
object was seen . there must have been hundreds cither approaching from 
wt/st. cast, or north who could have observed this object at this time. 

Ikr the buildiu;* is open to the vision from those points, but on the south 
hidden as stated by tall buildings.

It was 
three times as bright and had a tail seven times longer. 

A CHRISTM/iS INCIDENT. REPORT . (^ . Vanderheavon . ) 

Lly wife 9 my daughter and tri;^^SGlf went for a fishing trip along the River Mur¬ 
ray on the 27th Lecembhr (I965) and were camping outside in the bush the next 
day on the opposite side 9 or east side of the River from Bicr^^lietov/n 9 jusy 
on the north side of the new bridge* It had been a hot day aixd after a couple 

of attempts to catch fish at sundo\wi which failed 9 v/e went back to the spot 

where we v/oro camping • /ifter tea it began to get dark 9 and it cooled off 
slightly but still warm* Our car was facing the south and we had the river 

at the right hand side* The tent was standing at the back of the car9 the 
opening of it facing the east and the three of us v/oro sitting in between the 

tent and the rear of the car, facing south and sitting in a sort of semi -cir¬ 

cle listening to our daughter play her mandolin and enjoying some cool drinks 
I suddenly had the urge to look up and turn my head to the left and look into 
the eastern sky 9 and there it was9 shining just botwoon the tree tops • Look* 
I cried to my v/ife and daughter 9 there is something strange. My first thouglh 
was that it v;as a shooting star 9 but then ct the same time all three of us 
realised that it wasn’t 9 but a UFO. because falling stars as they are called 
never move along like this object did. 

'Tiicn I looked at my watch . almost instantly 9 its hands showed the time to be 
8.20 p.m* The sighting was i/o be correct as follows. 

The urge to look up in that particular direction 9 Say9 "look”* 

The both looked up and all three of us saw v/hat seemed to be a very bright slicar 
moving in the eastern sky, from exactly nol^th in a straiglit lino to the 
south 9 much slower than a shootigg star, nrach faster than an airplane , and 
not high enough for a satellite ^ faster in speed. 

Tlie sighting lasted for about a ...inute and a half , then it changed from a 
bright silvery shining object to a blueish color, and then disappeared behind 
some small clouds just at the end of the space betv/een some trees . 

I would not like to guess its altitude , but it must have been at least 20 
miles up , as to the velocity I would not be able to estimajre. 

After discussing the matter amongst ourselves we were all of tl e opinion that 
by its behaviour and the general circumstances it could not hn;*o been anything 
else but a UFO, as we all have seen the normal natural things both in Uurope 
and axustralia and other places. 

Then while v/e were wondering about this strange marvel, right in front of us 
in the southern sky v/c saw two indicating lights move across the sky from the 
oast to the west , very low and moving very slow, and v/lion it came nearere we 
could also hoar the sound of the engines of a passing airoplane . The time 
now by my watch was 8.40. p.m. and because of the time betv/een the two events 
v/c were now convinced that the first object v/as not a knovrn one but a UFO.

Hr Ron Sullivan, 38 of T'^aryborougli, businessman , has I'evoaled that he saw 
a mysterious column of light early last v:eek at the spot on the road about 
120 miles nth. west, of Melbourne where a youth v/as killed in a car crash on 
Thux-c lay night . 

He fears that his strange experience maybe connected with the death of Gary 
Taylor of Carnegie, v/hose car unaccountably left the road and crashed into a 
tree at the same spot. 

Hr. Sullivan said today he was driving from his home to the town of Wycheproof 
last Monday night wl'ien his car lights suddenly turned sharply to the right 
\WLthout any cause. 

” Instead of lighting the road they lit up the fence as thoughthey were being 
dragged by a great magnet hidden somewhere in the paddock” he said. 

” I braked hard as I could and as I did glanced over to the right . 

”In the middle of the paddock was a-great column of light about 25 Ft. high and 
shaped like an ic'-cream epne. It would have been about 3 ft. wide at the 
bottom and 10 ft. './ide at the top. 

” The bottom seemed to rest on the ground and it v/as a brilliant colour. 

” For the rest of th: way to the top it looked like a rainbov/— there was every 
color of the spectrvim . ” 

tlr Sullivan said that as he v/q.tched, the column rose from the ground without 
a sound but with tremendrous speed, and as the column rose Mr Sullivans head¬ 
lights returned to normal and focused again on the road. The next day he test¬ 
ed the headlights and found them perfect .

About 10 p.m. on Thursday Gary Taylor was driving along the ocipty road whee 
suddenly and unaccountably he swerved sharply left at the spot and crashed 
head-cn into a tree. 

A motorist travelling about half-a-mile behind told the policelater that there 
were no ether cars around and he had noriced no reason for Taylor to have 
swerved on the stright road.

The 3 iucer-s\a;^Gd depression is about 3 ft. in diameter and 2 in. to 5 
deep. It is 50 yards flrom the accident spot.
